The occasion is nothing more than a gratuitous 
pageant and entertainment, furnished by the people 
of Sacramento for the benefit of all who may choose 
to come to the city. There will be a beautiful floral 
parade and other features worth coming miies to 
see. 


"Visitors, of course, will be free to spend as much 


money as they please, but in this Fair they can get 


•a great deal of entertainment at a trifling cost. The 
best feature of all, the floral parade, costs nothing 
to see. Like it« predecessors, it will be a very 
charming spectacle and absolutely free from any 
sort of re-proach. 


"If Mr. Gammon will come to Sacramento anc 


see this lovely spectacle, he may modify the views 
he has expressed regarding Street Fairs. He neec 
not put on a mask or throw confetti at the pretty 
girls he m.iy chance to meet on the Midway, or in 
dulge in any form of hilarious jollification, bu 
nevertheless may enjoy the fnn-making of others 
and return to Courtland none the worse for his ex 
periences."
